When the right of petition on the 
part of some of the subjects of Great Britain 
was gainsaid in 1797, Mr. Pox, the great 
Conservator of the Magna Charta and of the 
people’s liberties, used these memorable words I 
in n speech rebuking the attempted interfer- 
I ence of the Government with the rights of 
the subjects: “But it is said that these bills will j 
e.rjiire in a few years', that they will expire 
when we shall hare peace and tranquility re- 
stored to us.

“Important as I deem it to discuss, on all 
proper occasions, the policy of the measures 
at present pursued, it is still more important 
to maintain the right of discussion in its full 
and just extent.

The high constitutional privi- 
lege I shall defend and exercise within this 
House, and without this House, and in all 
places ; in time of war, in time of peace, 
and at all times. Living, I will assert it; 
dying, I will assert it; and, should I leave no 
other legacy to my children, by the blessing 
of God, I will leave them the inheritance of 
free principles, and the example of a manly, 
independent, and constitutional defense of 
them .” — Daniel Webster.

— AA'e are 
informed that a few days since a valuable 
horse was stolen in Lawrencoburg, and the 
person suspected of the theft was arrested, 
but no trace of the horse could bo found. 
The parlies who arrested the thief being con- 
fident of liis complicity in the theft, procured 
a rope, tied one end round his neck, threw the j 
other over the limb of a tree, and informed 
him that unless he made a clean breast of it, 
he should swing for it, whore’upon lie confess- 
ed that ho belonged to a den of thieves who 
were stealing horses for the Confeds in Ken- 
tucky, and that their headquarters was a large | 
cave in Kentucky, near Frankfort, capable of 
holding a large number of horses. Their 
mode of operation was for two or more to 
start together on an expedition, and after the 
horses were stolen, one would still hang 
round the neighborhood and attract suspicion 
by his conduct, while bis confederates got the 
horses out of the way. 

U pon hearing this story, the owner of thestol- 
cn horse immediately started for the cave above 
mentioned, got a guard of soldiers to assist 
him in the search, and sure enough, found his 
own horse, and a great many others, which 
had undoubtedly been stolen.

citizens hastened to foreign countries to awake 
their intervention for the overthrow of the 
Government and the destruction of the Fed- 
eral Union. These agents are known to have 
made their appeals to somoof the more inpor- 
tant States without success. It is not likely, 
however, that they will remain content with 
such refusals. Indeed, it is understood that 
they are industriously endeavoring to accom- 
plish their disloyal purposes by r degrees and 
by indirection. Taking advantage of the em- 
barrassments of agriculture and manufacture 
and commerce in foreign countries, resulting 
from the insurrection they have inaugurated 
at home, they seek to involve our common 
country in controversies with States, with 
which every public interest and every interest 
of mankind require that it shall remain in re- 
lations of peace, amity, and friendship. I am 
able to state, for your satisfaction, that the 
prospect for any such disturbance is now less 
serious than it has been at any previous period 
during the course of the insurrection. It is, 
nevertheless, necessary now, as it has hither- 
to been, to take every precaution that is pos- 
sible to avoid the evils of foreign war, to be 
superinduced upon those of civil commotion, 
which wo are endeavoring to cure. 

One of the most obvious of such precau- 
tions is that our ports and harbors on the 
sens and lakes should lie put in a condition of 
complete defense, for any nation nifty be said 
to voluntarily incur danger in tempestuous 
seasons when it fails to show that it has shel- 
tered itself on every side from which the storm 
might possibly come. 

The measures which the Executive can 
adopt in this emergency are such only as Con- 
gress has sanctioned, and for which it has pro- 
vided. 

The President is putting forth the most 
diligent efforts to execute those measures, and 
we have the great satisfaction of seeing that | stonn : 
these effoits. seconded by the favor, aid, and 
support of a loyal, patriotic, and self-sacrific- 
ing people, are rapidly bringing the military 
and naval forces ofthe United States into the 
highest state of efficiency. But Congress was 
chiefly absorbed duringits recent ektra session 
with these measures, and did not provide as 
amply as could be wished for the fortification 
of the sea and lake coasts. In previous wars 
the loyal States have applied themselves by 
independent and separate activity to the sup- 
port and aid of the Federal Government in 
its arduous responsibilities. The same dispo- 
sition lias been manifested 
inently honorable by all the loyal States dur- 
ing the present insurrection. 

In view of this fact, and relying upon the 
increase and continuance of the same disposi- 
tion on the part ofjthe loyal States, the Presi- 
dent has directed me to invite your considera- 
tion to the subject of the improvement and 
perfection of the defenses of the State over 
which you preside, and to ask you to submit 
the subject to the consideration of the Legis- 
lature when it shall have assembled. Such 
proceedings by the State would require cnly 
a temporary use of its means. The expendi-

A failure for three consecutivo days to rc-

and the authority given him to recruit will 
be at once cancelled, and another will he as- 
igned to his place.

President Lincoln and the Administrator 
are hound by every consideration of an} 
weight with rulers and with men — we wit 
not add Christian men — instantly to take sucl 
measures as will spare our people such hoi- 
rors, and the very name of civilization suci 
disgrace, as are the consequences of trustin' 
responsible military command to a man lite 
James Lane. A command under the lead cf 
such a man is no better than an armed anl 
organized banditti ; with of course more ter- 
rors and power for evil than attaches to any 
band of mere robbers and murderers, because 
its officers act under regular commissions and 
cloak tlioir crimes with the mantle of authoi- 
ity. His movements and marches are no bel- 
ter than the raids of lawless bands, who 
spread themselves over a defenseless countiy 
to pillage and harry it. These imputations 
do not, we presume, justly rest on every indi- 
vidual of his command. Many of his com- 
mand, probably most of them, simply obey 
the atrocious orders they receive. But some 
of his followers aredoubtless equally depraved 
with their leader. AV e think we do not speak 
unadvisedly. The account of Lane’s march 
to Osceola — his burning of stores belonging 
to citizens in that town — his destruction of it 
by fire, and his summary putting to death 
seven of the inhabitants whom he seized, 
presents a case of wanton devastation and 
atrocity which admits of no valid excuse. 
At least, so it is reported to us. Tho outrages 
and crimes against property and life perpe- 
trated by him in that foray are a dishonor to 
the flag under whose pretended authority 
they were committed, and will dishonor the 
Administration, if they are not inquired into 
and punished in some way. Our Government 
does not mean to waste Missouri with fire 
and sword. Its object is to prevent that waste 
and reduce it to the lowest possible amount. 
Justifying or conniving at the ravage and 
iaughter of which Lano has been guilty, 
vould be to consign Missouri to a doom as 
earful as Hyder Ali inflicted on the Car- 
atie. 

If Lane must hold a military position, he 
nd his should be confined under it slrictly to 
ho defense of Kansas, and should not. under 
ny pretext, he permitted to come into Mis- 
ouri.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

WlLEREAS, tho following Act, to-wit: 

An act to raise volunteer forces to repel the inva- 
sion o f the Stale, and for other purposes. 

§ l. Beil enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
, so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
! issue his proclamation forthwith, calling one not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
I service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
: service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sootier discharged, 
i § 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
I shall, within three months front the date of his 
j proclamation, tender their services ;and Jte shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

§ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
[ stoned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at suclt places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as tho 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
: of their pay. 

§ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
j ized, as provided for by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer ns he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also, That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

§ 6. That eaclt horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall^ 
he paid the value ofthe horse, not exceeding one" 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

6 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as -may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit tliem to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

§ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
! of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 

! or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and wlrat office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

§ 9. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled “An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia,” ap- 
proved March 5, lfc6fl ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, 11th, and 12th sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

§ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

4 11- This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor’s objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, nnd is 
thoreforo the law of the land. Now, 
therefore, I, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers and 
citizens of this State to render obedience 
to all the requirements of said above recited 
act. 

<- A -> In testimony whereof, I, Beriah 
f L s 1 Magoffin, Governor of the Common- 
l ’/ wealth of Kentucky, have hereunto 
subscribed my name and caused tho 
seal of the State to he affixed. 

Done at Frankfort, this 30th day of Sep- 
tember, in tile year of our Lord 1861, and in 
the 70th year of the Commonwealth.

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American Topics Abroad— Unfriendly Feeling 

of Great Britain Towards tho United States— 

Speech of Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton — The 

London Ecctaomist. 

Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton made his usual 
yearly address at the meeting of the Herts 
Agricultural Society, September 25. After 
demonstrating the importance of the Austrian 
Monarchy in the European scheme, he treat- 
ed the American difficulties as follows: 

Many of you will remember that when I 
took the chair, now so ably tilled, at our 
meeting in this town, there came with me, as 
my guest and as yours, Mr. Dallas, the dis- 
tinguished Diplomatic Minister of the then 
United States of America. You will remem- 
ber the enthusiasm with which he was de- 
servedly greeted, and the applause that .fol- 
lowed every affectionate allusion to our Re- 
publican kinsfolk, with whom, nevertheless, 
there was at that moment, as there has been 
often before, onciof those irritating questions 
in which much was sternly asked by young 
Brother Jonathan, and inildlv conceded by 
old John Bull. Well, wo Englishmen, re- 
spected the giant Republic in its apparent 
unity and its fancied strength, and no true 
Englishman will be mean enough to exult in 
the pangs of its separation and the horrors of 
its civil war. But even then, when Mr. Dal- 
las was cur guest, X never conceived, nor do 
I understand how any far-thinking states- 
man could conceive, that a fourth part of the 
earth could long be held under one imperial 
form of government. That separation be- 
tween North and South America which is 
now being brought about bv civil war, I have 
long foreseen and foretold to be inevitable; 
and I venture to predict that the younger 
men here present will live to see not two, but 
at least four, and probably more than four 
separate and sovereign commonwealths aris- 
ing out of those populations which a year 
ago united their Legislature under one Presi- 
dent, and carried their merchandise under a 
single flag. And so far from thinking that 
these separations will he injurious to the fu- 
ture destinies of America, or inflict a blow on 
that grand principle of self-government in 
which the substance of liberty consists, I be- 
lieve that such separations will be attended 
with happy results to the snfety of Europe 
and the development of American civilization. 
Jf it could have been possible that, as popula- 
tion and wealth increased, all the vast conti- 
nent of America, witli her mighty seaboard, 
and tho fleets which her increasing ambition, 
as well as her extended commerce, would 
have formed and armed, could have remained 
under one form of government, in which the 
Executive has little or no control over a pop- 
ulation exceedingly adventurous and excit- 
able, why then America would have hung 
over Europe like a gathering and destructive 
thunder-cloud. No single Kingdom in Eu- 
rope could have been strong enough to main- 
tain itself against a nation that'had once con- 
solidated the gigantic resources of a quarter 
of the globe. And this unwieldy extent of 
empire would have been as fatal to the per- 
manent safety and development of America 
herself, as the experience of all history tells 
us, an empiro too vast to maintain the healthy 
circulation of its own life-blood ever has been 
since the world began, to races over which it 
spread. By their own weight the old colossal ! 
empires of the East fell to ruin. It washy her 
own vast extent of dominion that Rome first 1 
lost her liberties, under tho very armies 
which that extent of dominion compelled her j 
to maintain, and finally rendered up her do- 
minion itself to the revenge of the barbarians 
she had invaded. The immense monarchy i 
founded by tho genius of Charlemagne fell I 
to pieces soon after bis death, and those pieces j 
are now the kingdoms of Europe. But neither i 
the empires of the Beast, nor tho common- 
wealth of Rome, nor the monarchy of Charle- j 
magne, could compare in extent and resources 
with the continent of America, and you will | 
remember that the United States claimed a I 
right to the whole of that continent, and the 
ultimate fato of America under one feeble ; 
Executive— tho feeblest Executive, perhaps, | 
ever known in a civilized community — would I 
have been no exception to the truths of his- | 
torv and the laws of nature. But in propor- 
tion as America shall become subdivided into 
different States, each of which is large enough . 
for greatness — larger than a European king- ' 
dom — her ambitionwill be less formidable to 
the rest of the world, and I do not doubt that 
the action of emulation and rivalry between 
one free State and another, speaking the 
same language and enjoying that educated 
culture which inspires an affection for all that 
enlightens and exalts humanity, will produce 
the same effects upon art and commerce, and 
the improvements in practical government, 
which the same kind of competition produced 
in the old commonwealth of Greece. Heaven 
grant that my convictions may not be erroneous. 

I am not, then, one of those who say that the 
impending separation of tho American States 
proves the failure of her experiment of de- 
mocracy. Any other form of government 
would have equally failed in keeping together 
the sections of a community so geographically 
cast with interests antagonistic to each other. 
But this I may say, that when we see liberty 
and law alike suspended in the moment of 
danger, printing presses destroyed hv an un- 
resisting mob, or the opinions of public 
writers stilled by a democratic government — 
when we see an American President so be- 
wildered by his own armies, or so despairing 
of the skill of his own generals, that he offers 
to the Italian Garibaldi the command of 
American patriots — I think, without vanity, 
wo may sav that in those arts of good govern- 
ment which can preserve freedom in the hour 
of danger, and enable a nation to right itself 
by the brains and hearts of its own children, 
America hns moro to learn from England 
than England has to learn from America. 
Let us, then, turn our eyes back to nur own 
country, humbly grateful for the blessings we 
enjoy, and manfully resolved to defend and 
maintain them. 

The London Economist thus, in the true 
spirit of British jealousy, expresses satisfac- 
tion at tho possible overthrow of the Union: 

We do not see why we should hesitate to 
declare our belief that the dissolution of the 
Union will prove a good to the world, to 
Great Britain, and probably in the end to 
America herself. The great Republic of the 
West had grown in population, in prosperi- 
ty, and in power at a rate and in a way which 
was not well either for her neighbors or her- 
self. Her course had been so triumphant, so 
unparalleled, so free from difficulties, so un- 
checkered by disaster or reverse, that the na- 
tional sense and the national morality had 
both suffered in tho process. They were so 
rough, so encroaching, so overhearing that all 
othergovernmcntsfeltasifsome new associate, 
untrained to the amenities of civilized life, 
and insensible alike to the demands of justice 
and of courtesy, had forced its way into the 
arcopagus of nations. Yet, at the same time, 
they were so reckless and so indisputably 
powerful that nearly every one was disposed 
to bear with them and defer to them, rather 
than oppose a democracy so ready to quarrel 
and so capable of combat. The result was, as 
might be expected, an increase of arrogance 
and a stretch of pretentions which made it 
clear that, sooner or later, all who did not 
wish to be habitually trampled on and insult- 
ed, must prepare to fight. 

At the same time, it became painfully obvi- 
ous that this very unrebuked exercise of in- 
creasing power was demoralizing the inmost 
nature of the people, blinding their eyes alike 
to what was just in their relations to others, 
and to what was worthy and noble in the 
true objects of national ambition. This being 



so — and who can gainsay it? — with what col- 
or or consistency of reason can we be charged 
with selfishness or want of generosity, be- 
cause we rejoice that an excess of power 
which was menacing to others and noxious 
to themselves has been curtailed and curbed ; 
that we are spared the painful alternative of 
ceaseless squabbles and ceaseless endurances, 
or of a despevate and decisive conflict; that 
pride which was fast becoming a disease has 
met with a salutary check; that the weak 
places and the radical faults in those demo- [ 
cratie institutions which they were accustom- 
ed to worship with a blind idolatry have been 
laid bare in time; and that in future they will 
have to share the common lot of European 
nations, and to develop their resources and 
pursue their progress under the wholesome 
restraints of powerful neighbors and rival 
forms of polity.”

One of the Washington Family in Difficulty — 
Is it a Confidence Game. 

Upon the 9th of tho present month, Col. 
Taylor, tho commander of Camp Corwine, 
was introduced to a gentleman who bore the 
impressive name of “ George Washington 
Washington, ” and who claims to be the only 
snrviving relative of the “ Father of his 
Country.” George Washington Washing- 
ton bears the military prolix of Colonel, 
whether acquired in a legitimate way or 
adopted as a convenience, time and the Judge 
of the Police Court will develop ; hut there 
is no question hut that the aforesaid Colonel 
George is a cavalier-like looking personage of 
fine military appearance, and if he is a coun- 
terfeit, he looks more like the genuine ar- 
ticle than a great many simon pures we wot 
of. 

Well, upon the day above mentioned, Col. 
George was invited by Col. Taylor to inspect 
and drill his cavalry regiment at Camp Cor- 
wine, and it is a point of significance that 
Colonel George did inspect and drill tho regi- 
ment, from which circumstance one would 
naturally conclude that Colonel George knew 
a thing or two in military tactics, whether lie 
be a bogus Colonel or not. 

Like the amiable spouse of Joe Gargary, 
Colonel George is a “ fine figure, ” and while 
rigged out in military costume he created a 
decided impression in camp. Colonel Taylor 
was particularly taken with him, and, ns the 
sequel will show, in more ways than one. 
But we anticipate. 

Now, Colonel George woro by his side a 
sword of peculiar magnificence, which attract- 
ed the admiring gaze of the commander of 
Camp Corwine, hut Colonel George assured 
him that its equal was not to he found upon 
this side of the Atlantic ; indeed, like that 
famous curiosity that was brought over in 
two ships, it had been smuggled from Damas- 
cus expressly to his order; “but,” said he, 
“lean procure you a first rate, article at 
Washington, which I will forward you in a 
few days if you desire it. ” 

The commander expressed his obligation, 
and handed over twenty-seven dollars — the 
presumed cost of the sword, when his atten- 
tion was again attracted to a superb pair of 
military boots, with which the pedals of Colo- 
nel George were encased. , 

“I can send you a pair exactly like them 
from "Washington, at tho same time that I 
forward the sword,” remarked that accommo- 
dating gentleman ; and he received for the 
purpose twenty-five dollars, making in all the 
sum of fifty-two dollars transferred from the 
breeches pocket of Colonel Taylor to that of 
Colonel George Washington Washington. 
After partaking of the hospitalities of the 
marquee the hitter took his leave, remarking 
that he would revisit the camp the next day 
and bring with him some ladies, but before he 
departed he borrowed a navy pistol from his 
entertainer, promising to return it when they 
again met. So far as repeating the visit was 
concerned, Colonel George kept his word, 
and ho also had under his escort a brace of 
fair ones, who, however, adapted to preside at 
tho temple of Mars, could not ho admitted as 
priestesses to Diana. 

Upon this occasion he was also accompanied 
by a gentleman, the son of a reverend divine, 
to whom he had been introduced, and, it is 
said, upon parting he borrowed Colonel Tay- 
lor's horse, which he rode to town, and then I 
representing to one of the fair ones aforesaid | 
that his friend, the Colonel, had presented it 
to him as a gift, he transferred it to her. fir>t 
gallantly baptizing it “Nelly” — for, be it | 
understood, that the horse was a mare — after | 
the name of the demoiselle. 

Nothing more was heard of Colonel George 
Washington Washington ; and Colonel Tay- 
lor, coming to the conclusion that he was the 
victim of a “splendid figure” of a military I 
gentleman, swore out a warrant against him I 
for obtaining money under false pretenses. | 
Those impertinent tell-tales, the newspapers, i 
announced at Louisville on Wednesday the 
departure of “ Colonel George Washington 
Washington, the only serviving relative ” of 
the immortal memory, for Cincinnati, and 
the result was that, upon his arrival here, he 
was taken into custody by officers Chnmley 
and Stevens. The representation of the gen- 
tleman who had accompanied him to Camp 
Corwine, and his “ fine figure, ” induced 
Colonel Dudley, the Chief of Police, to take 
his parole d'honneur that lie would be on hand 
at the Police Court yesterday morning, and, 
sure enough, at tho appointed hour there he 
was. 

The case, however, was not called up until 
an hour after, when Colonel George was found 
absent, or rather ho was not found at all. 
Several officers were dispatched upon the 
trail, hut no trace was had until the afternoon, 
when the keen-scented old detective, Pat 
Flannery, met him on Broadway, and imme- 
diatly took him into custody The “parole” 
would not answer this time, and in default of 
procuring bonds to appear at the same insti- 
tution this afternoon in the sum of ’two hun- 
dred dollars, he was locked up — the most dis- 
tingue looking personage, and “ finest figure ” 
of a military man that has been seen within 
that human menagerie — the station-house — 
for some time. 

8*5"' Colonel George Washington, the only 
living relative of Geneinl George Washing- 
ton, is now at tho Louisville Hotel, and is to 
leave on the mail boat to-day for Cincinnati. — 
Jeoit. Journal. 

A stranger, wearing tho uniform of the 
United States, and going by the name of Col- 
onel George W. Washington, and claiming to 
■be a relative of General Washington, and dis- 
playing and making presents of old family 
souvenirs, has been in this city for a day or 
two. If he is really the only living relative 
of General George Washington, we should 
say, from what we have heard of him. that 
there has been a wonderful degeneration of 
the Washington blood in a short time.

A Gordian Knot Loosed. 

The exceedingly complicated question how 
to exchange prisoners with the rebels without 
recognizing them as belligerents, which has 
so long perplexed the philosophy of the Sec- 
retary of State, has been partially solved. 
An army order has been issued, stating that 
as the rebels have released some of their pris- 
oners on oath, not to take up arms against 
the South, the Government will release an 
equal number of prisoners on their taking an 
oath not to bear arms against the United 
States. 

Thus they release our prisoners, and we 
discharge an equal number of theirs, and we 
do it in such an arms-end sort of a way, hold- 
ing one hand over one eye while we do it, 
that we are supposed to remain perfectly ob- 
livious that the rebels are belligerent; and 
with a little more philosophy we might for- 
get that they are pugnacious. Great is phil- 
osophy in war! — dn. Out. 



TELEGRAPHIC. 

Washington', Oct. 18. 

The reports about the rebel army being in 
full retreat for Manassas are founded on con- 
jecture — at least nothing of it is known in 
quarters most entitled to confidence. 

As was stated in yesterday's dispatches, a 
large reconnoitcring party proceeded as far 
as Vienna, hut returned before Gen. MeCleh 
lan had quite reached the village. 

Gen. Wordsworth went within a mile and 
a half of Fairfax Court-house with a com- 
paratively small escort. From the observa- 
tions, it was conjectured that the rebel force 
there amounted to about two regiments of in- 
fantry and a battalion of cavalry. Thee cort 
was tired on, hut reached their camp without 
resorting to extraordinary haste. 

From gentlemen presumed to possess the 
best opportunities of judging, it is ascertain- 
ed that the enemy has been alternately re- 
treating and advancing within a breadth of 
five miles. 

Bland Ballard has been appointed United 
States District Judge for Kentucky, in place 
of Monroe, who has joined the rebels. 

The Treasury Department yesterday sent 
$1,300,000 in Treasury Notes to the West. 

Quite a number of upward hound vessels 
ran the rebel blockade last night and have ar- 
rived at the Navy Yard and at our wharves. 
Among them is tho Government steamer 
Cceur de Leon, which towed up the Govern- 
ment sloop Granite. They passed the bat- 
teries shortly after midnight. The tugs Mur- 
ray and Vesev were several times fired upon 
as they passed, towing up a couple of schoon- 
ers with Government stores, hut were not 
touched. The Cceur de Leon spoke the Paw- 
nee in Chesapeake Bay. The Pawnee was 
not disabled, as reported, by the shots slio re- 
ceived. 

A large number of vessels are waiting at 
Smith’s Point for an opportunity to come up. 
The Harriet Lane left the Navy Yard this 
morning. 

The new rebel battery at Timber Creek 
mounts four guns. 

Syracuse, Mo., Oet., 17. 

A messenger from Gen. Fremont’s head- 
quarters, at Warsaw, reached here to-day 
with dispatches for Gen. McKinstry. It was 
stated that Price had made a stand in Cedar 
county, twenty-five miles from Osceola, with 
20.000 well armed and disciplined troops and 
a large force of irregular militia. 

On the arrival of Gen. Fremont at AYar- 
saw, the opposite bank ofthc Osage was lined 
with rebel horsemen, who were dispersed by 
a few rounds of canister. 

Fremont had begun preparations to lay a 
pontoon bridge across the Osage, when the 
messenger left, and it was supposed his army 
would he over t bo river on Wednesday night. 
He was determined to push forward with the 
utmost vigor, and would probably soon come 
up with tho enemy and force him to fight or 
retreat. 

St. Louis, Oct. 17. 

The following dispatch was received from 
an officer at Pilot Knob, dated ten o'clock 
last night: Major Garitt, of the 1st Iowa 
cavalry, made an attack on the enemy this 
morning, when, discovering the strength and 
position of the rebels, he came upon Colonel 
Alexander with six hundred infant^' of the 
21st Illinois and one piece of artillery. The 
enemy followed, fighting all the way. Major 
Garitt then got his gun in position, and, con- 
cealing his infantry, caused part of his com- 
mand to retreat still further, drawing the en- 
emy into ambuscade and forcing them to fall 
hack with heavy loss. 

Syracuse, Mo., Oet. 18. 

The rebel Hardee, who has recently been 
reported in Kentucky, is said to he marching 
to the aid of Price with 29,000 troops, and is 
expected to reach him next Sunday. 

Nothing has been heard of our advance 
guard to-day. 

Fortress Monroe, Oct. 17. 

No flag of truee will he permitted to go to 
Norfolk for a number of days. Neither will 
any from the rebels he permitted to come to 
this side of Sewell’s Point. Appearances 
indicate that the frigate Merrimac has been 
brought down a short distance from Norfolk. 
The Petersburg Express of the 15th. has a list 
of prisoners recently taken to Richmond, 
comprising ten soldiers of the 11th Ohio regi- 
ment, and 14 Union citizens of Virginia. 
The paper states that they are the most mis- 
erable set ever received at Richmond. The 
same paper has additional particulars of the 
affair at Now Orleans, and states that the 
Turtle ran against the Preble without firing 
a gun, immediately sinking her — the halls 
from the whole Federal squadron glancing 
harmless from her. The Turtle then turned 
toward two other vessels which got ashore in 
endeavoring to escape, their crews deserting 
them. Hofiins says he will be able to capture 
and bring both to New Orleans. The Preble 
cannot he raised. A large number of pris- 
oners, arms, Ac., were taken during the ac- 
tion. New Orleans was illuminated on re- 
cept of the intelligence. Tho same paper 
says Com. Hollins confirms thedefeat of Billy 
AA’ilson’s Zouaves. 

The Richmond Enquirer of the 14tli states 
that several hundred hales of cotton had been 
returned to the owners, and all cotton will 
hereafter he sent hack to planters at their own 
expense. 

The Pensacola correspondence of the Pe- 
tersburg Express gives the names of 24 wound- 
ed rebels at the Santa Rosa fight. 

Fort Bridges, Utah, Oct. 18. 

The Pacific telegraph line was completed to 
Salt lake City at one o'clock to-day. The line 
between Salt Lake City and San Francisco 
will be finished in a few days. 

Cleveland, Oet. 18.

A correspondent of the St. Louis Democrat j 
furnishes the following items : 

A scout has just come in from the west and 
reports that Price lias made a stand at Car- 
thage, sixty miles from Springfield. 

The Legislature is to be called together on 
the 4th of November. 

The rebels at Vienna have dispersed, a por- 
tion going homo, and the remainder will join 
Johnson. 

Johnson has been placed in command of 
all the rebel forces in Missouri, and has issued 
a proclamation forbiding any more property 
leaving the Stato. It is not stated whether 
Johnson supersedes Price. 

The following letter is clipped from the 
Fort Smith Times: 

"Executive Depatment Park Hill, 1 
C. N., August 14, 1861. J 
Maj. Clark, A. Q. M. C. S. A.: 

Sir: I herewith forward to your care dis- 
patches for Gen. McCullough, C. S. A., which 
I have the honor to request you will cause to 
be forwarded to him by the earliest express. 

“At a mass meeting of about 4,000 Cliero- 
kees, at Tahlqua, on the 21st inst., the Chero- 
kees, with marked unanimity, declared their 
allegiance to the Confederate States, and have 
given their authorities power to negotiate an 
alliance with them. In view of this action, 
a regiment of mounted men will he immedi- 
ately raised and placed under command of 
Col. John Drew, to meet any emergency that 
may arise. Having espoused the cause of the 
Confederate States, we hope to render effi- 
cient service in the protracted war which 
now threatens the country, and to ho treated 
with a liberality and confidence becoming the 
Confederate States.

AVasiiington, Oct. 19. 

The gun-boat Norin went down the river 
late last night with a paymaster on board, 
destined, I believe, for Fortress Monroe. 
This morning, to the mortification of the 
friends of the Union, she returned here, re- 
porting that she found it impossible to get 
[last the formidable batteries which the rebels 
have opened. 

A recon noissanee went yesterday towards 
the Occoquan and has returned, taking the 
telegraph road as far as Actinck creek. 

Parties were sent to Actinck and Pafunk 
and on a road leading up the Actinck. This 
latter party met the rebel pickets, who imme- 
diately full hack and gave the alarm. The 
long roll was beaten at the camp across the 
creek. 

From information received, there are no 
rebels between the telegraph road and the 
river, this side of Oceuqnan, and hut a few at 
the latter place. The only advices received 
from the Upper Potomac, at headquarters, is 
a very brief dispatch sent last night, saying 
that the rebels were leaving Bolivar, which is 
near Harper’s Ferry. 

The tug-boats went down the river last 
night to give assistance to any vessels coining 
up, but in consequence of the bright moon- 
light, and afterwards a thick fog, they were 
ordered not to attempt to pass the battery. 
It is thought no vessels passed the batteries 
up or down. Last night firing was heard from 
the batteries about midnight, but the cause is 
unknown. Thereareindicationsthat the rebels 
are erecting permanent batteries at Cockpit 
Point and Freestone Point. Considerable 
bodies of men were hard at work at those points 
yesterday. Twenty-six vessels are known to 
have run the blockade night before last. It 
is believed that vessels drawing not more 
than eight feet can hug the Maryland shore 
sufficiently to escape harm from tho batte- 
ries. 

The only steamers now at the Navy Yard 
are tho Cowan, Petrel, Ancacosta, and Coeur 

de Lion. 

The Resolute arrived up. She reports tho 
loss of a schooner loaded with hay oft’ Occo- 
quan creek by the slipping the cable as the 
Resolute was towing- her. The rebels have ] 
stretched a chain across the river, but the 
Resolute, being of light draught, passed over 
it. ' 

Gen. McCall, with a force of infantry, cav- 
alry. and artillery, left Prospect Hill this 
morning toreconnoiter. They reached Drains- 
villc, ten miles from Prospect Hill, without 
opposition. Drainsville is within fifteen 
miles of Leesburg. 

[Special to tho New York Herald.] 

Washington, Oct. 19. 

Official intelligence from a gentleman just 
from the South says our squadron below New 
Orleans had an engagement with the rebel 
squadron under Hollins. Two of our vessels 
got aground and suffered considerably, but 
none were captured, and hut a few lives lost. 

Full accounts of the firing on the Resolute 
arc received. They state she was delayed i 
three quarters of an hour by a chain stretched ! 
across the river, during which time one hun- 
dred and fifty shots were fired at her. The 
schooner Fairfax being nearest the battery re- 
ceived at least fifty shots, when the rope con- 
necting her to the Resolute parted, and she 
drifted nearshore and was captured. No one 
hurt on board the Resolute. 

The firing continued from five rebel bat- 
teries at a distance oftwo miles, butthey have 
fifteen miles of batteries nearly continuous. 
Shot from Shipping Point reachod the -Mary- 
land shore, four miles distant. It is believed 
that vessels drawing not more than eight feet 
can hug the shore and escape harm. • Sever- 
al vessels have already run hv. 

St. Louis. Oct. 19. 

Uriel Wright, member of the State Conven- 
tion, Samuel B. Churchill, member of tho 
Legislature, and John T. Chappell, all noto- 
rious secessionists, were arrested to-day by 
order of the Provost Marshal. 

It is now believed that the large number of 
men reported to have deserted from Price’s 
army, including some five or more thousands 
said to have been disbanded after the fall of 
Lexington, are still in tho service of rebellion, 
and will form in hands, in various parts of 
the State, for bridge burning and general 
marauding purposes. 

The statement in the Cincinnati Gazette 
yesterday, to. the effect that Secretary Came- 
ron, in his recent visit to this Department, 
brought an order from the President, instruct- 
ing Gen. Fremont to transfer the command 
of the Western Department to General Hun- 
ter, and that the execution of the order was 
delayed at the request of General Fremont, is 
pronounced untrue. If Cameron had such an 
order, it was not presented, and the inter- 
view between Freemont and Cameron was 
satisfactory. 

Washington, Oet. 20. 

Tho report that the rebels had stretched 
a chain across the Potomac proves to be un- 
true. Since last Tuesday over 50 vessels ar- 
rived up the river, in spite of the rebels. 
The tug Murray came up last night with six 
schooners in tow; they escaped unhurt, 
though fired upon. To-day a heavy detach- 
ment from Smith’s division with cavalry and 
artillery made a reconnoissance towards Fair- 
fax Court-house, and went within 21 miles. 
They there saw rebel pickets in large num- 
bers, and were led to the belief that a reserve 
of rebels was not far off Gen. McClellan, 
Smith, Hancock, and Porter accompanied the 
expedition. 

Darnestown, Md., Oct. 19. 

The camp is filled with rumors of tho re- 
treat of our forces before a superior force of 
the enemy at and about Harper’s Ferry. Some 
say our forces retreated as far as Williams- 
port and reorossed the river to the Maryland 
shore. These rumors cannot be traced reli- 
ably. 



A Snake Charmer. — A showman, who [ 
was here during the horse fair, last week, had 
occasion to take a box containing a couple of 
“attractions” to one of our carpenter shops 
for some repairs. Now, the box which we 
speak of as needing repairs hold two of the 
largest sized rattlesnakes, and the same num- 
ber of their pleasant cousins, massatigas, and 
how to keep them while the box was being 
fixed became an important question. It was 
concluded, after discussion, to try and poke 
them out with long sticks into another box, 
but the only result of this effort was a series 
of very vigorous examples of serpentine in- 
dignation. While this was geing on, a man 
came into the shop, and, observing the opera- 
tions we have mentioned, remarked that they 
were not going right to work, and, taking 
hold of the box, he opened it, and, to the as- 
tonishment of all around, took up the four 
snakes in his hands, put them about his neck 
and arms, holding them until the box was re- 
paired, without the least concern.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

"Whereas, The following resolutions, viz 

"Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently proscribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of ‘the State by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the Conunonwealth of Kentucky , That tho 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch astheru 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

2. Further resolved , That General liobert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, he requested to tttke instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for thepurposeof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Resolved , That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel
